Shows Dare Peep 
Before Public. 


DRINK ONLY THING LEFT, 


Even Concerts in T. M. C. A. Sub- 
mit; Tammany Hall Dark 
for the First Time 
in Memory, 


New York, Dec. 8.—[{Special.]—Greater New 
York was as dull today and tonight as Canar- 
sie on a rainy Sunday to folk that didn’t 
want to stay home and play pinochie, or au- 
thora, that weren't minded to-go to church, 
and didn't feel any wild ambition to stroll put 
and rubber at the tall buildings or the latest 
stunts in electrical advertising. 

So far as usual Sunday entertainments 
were concerned, the lid was clamped down, 
soldered, cemented, spiked, and riveted. 
Furthermore, there were some 8,000 coppers 
camped around that lid, watchful to see thet 
nothing naughty popped out. 

In the language of the law itself, there 
was neither “interlude, tragedy, comedy, 
opera, ballet, play, farce, negro minstreiey, 
or dancing, or any other entertainment 
on a stage or any part or parte therein, 
or any equestrian, circus, or dramatic per- 
formance, or any performance of jugglers, 
acrobats, or rope dancing. 


Gets Injunction, but Is Pinched. 


Gen. Bingham and his janissaries enforced 
the law to the letter of Justice O’Gorman’s 
decision, meeting with practically no resist- 
ance except in the case of a nickelodeon es- 
tablishment in Harlem, which tried to do 
business with an injunction againet. In- 
spector Thompson and Capt. Walsh tacked 
to the front door, but it got pinched just the 
same. . 

The other 5 cent theaters padlocked their 
doors, taking no chances, and for the first 
time in many moons there were’ no dance 
halls open and no public balls. The thousand 
and one “dancing academies” scattered 
over Manhattan and Brooklyn were as dark 
as cellars and as quiet. 

“Why, look at old Tammany ball,“ said 
Police Capt. Steve McDermott tonight, 
pointing to the old pile of red brick. “ This 
ia the first Sunday night in fifty years, old 
timers tell me, that there hasn't been high 
jinks in the Wigwam, Bill and his best girl 
waltzing to beat the band.“ 


Even T. M. C. A. Music Stops. 


In the halls of the 200 and more German 
societies which are accustomed to give some 
form of entertainment very Sunday night 
there was nothing doing. Den the chi- 
dren's play at the Bducational alliance, the 
regular Sunday afternoon entertainment for 
youngsters of the east side, was cut out. 
T. M. C. A. branches eliminated their cus- 
tomary Sunday night entertainments, anx- 
lous to keep within the letter of the law and 
waiting until the atmosphere clears. 

Managers of roller skating rinks shut up 
shop and staid home, growling, for they, 
too, were tabooed. Coney Island fell in the 
reat of the padlocked place. 

Really the only ray of light for New York- 
ers in the whole day of gloom was the ease 
with which @iscouraged pleasure seekers 
could obtain a drink. The doors of the fam- 
ily entrances swung open readily to a dis- 
creet tap-tap, and there was as much liquid 
cheer as ever in the restaurants and hotel 
cafés. It was noticed along Broadway and 
other crowded ways that the wet goods busi- 
ness boomed tonight. 


All Managers Quit Cold. 


As to the stamped out amusement places, 
the police simply had no work to do. There 
was no resistance worth the name. Man- 
agers, big and little, quit their business to 
wait on the board of aldetmen, which is ex- 
pected to take some action on Tuesday, when 
Ald. Reggie Doull is to introduce an amend- 
ment designed ‘to allow sacred concerts and 
other legitimate entertainment on Sundays. 

Over at the Hippodrome there came pretty 
nearly being some action. The Theatrical 
Mechanics’ association was to have held a 
benefit performance there tonight, and the 
association wanted to go ahead and take the 
chance. The members were ready tomakea 
test case of it, but Manager Max Anderson 
persuaded them to take the chip off their 
shoulder and let the entertainment go over. 

Then they made Manager Max a propos! 
tion to start the entertainment at one min- 
ute past midnight, but Mr. Anderson couldn't 
gee it. 

Sees $100,000 Going Away. 

„Ted Marks, who has provided concerts 
every Sunday night for nine years at the 
American theater, quit with the rest. Mr. 
Marks, accompanied by his justly celebrated 
white carnation and gold handled sik um- 
brella, did a little figuring. It was his idea 
that 100,000 New Yorkers in round numbers 
were deprived of their customary Sunday 
night amusement and something like $100,000 
was diverted from the theatrical interests in 
one way and another. 

Mr. Willie ’’ Hammerstein stood gloomily 
upon the steps of the Victoria, saying noth- 
ing capable of being published. There were 
no further commehts from Klaw & Erlanger, 
Keith & Proctor, Percy Williams, or any 
other vaudeville interests, They simply 
obeyed the orders. 

The big alley from the Circle to Fourteenth 
street was crowded as it seldom is on Sunday 
night inthe winter. Lots of people, skeptical 
as to the enforcement of the law, went to the 
vaudeville houses on time and hung around 
a while, hoping something would be doing. 
There were 1,800 seats sold at the Hippo- 
drome, for instance, and some other houses 
had big advance sales. 

“We Know How to Do It“ — Don't. 

The only real fun the police had was in dea 
ing with Messrs. Brill and Fox, who run a 
moving picture establishment at 68 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street. On 
Saturday the proprietors hustled over to 
Brooklyn and got an injunction from 
Supreme Court Justi Marean forbidding 
the police to interf with their business. 
It may be they would have been all right if 
they had not got gay. When business got 
to humming, they put out this sign:

Wants Building Ordinance Re- 
vised Before He Leaves City Hall. 


TO BROOME SCHOOL TRUSTEE. 


Experience Relied On to Remedy Waste 
of Dunne Appointees. : 


Building Commissioner Joseph Downey is 
cleaning house preparatory to vacating. He 
is anxious to get out of the city hall, but 
before he goes he wants a new building ordi- 
nance passed. If the aldermen act as prompt- 
ly as he thinks they should he will be able to 
resign shortly after Jan. 1. When he ac- 
cepted the appointment it was with the un- 
derstanding that he take me place only tem- 


porarily. 

The commissioner today will send to Mayor 
Busse a letter asking the appointment of a 
special committee to revise the building laws. 
In his opinion the present ordinance is about 
the worst ever invented. He has a lengthy 
list of recommendations to submit to the 
committee. when it is appointed. When this 
work is done he feels he will be footloose. 

„ am willing to work for the city,” he 
explained yesterday, and do all Ioan for it, 
but I think- the time has passed when I 
should be asked to work for a salary. That 
means, according to my way of thinking, 
giving up all my time to it, and I have got 
to an age when I want a little time to myself.” 

The program is that when Mr. Downey ¢ 
gets through with his city hall work he will 
go on the board of education. The mayor 
wants him there to serve on the buildings 
and grounds committee. For practical work, 
both as to the housing of the pupils and the. 
cost to the taxpayers, this is the most im- 
portant committeé on the board. Mr. Downey 
served on it once with ability and the mayor 
wants him to try again, A vacancy has been 
kept on the board since last June, waiting 
for: the time when Mr. Downey would be 
Prepared to fill it. 


Doubt as to Successor. 


Who will be named as. building commis- 
sioner. in Mr. Downey’s place is not decided. 

It ig a bridge we will have to cross when 
we get! to it,“ said Mayor Busse. Up to 
now the matter has not been seriously con- 
sidered. It will be hard to get a man to fll 
Joe Downey's place.”’ 

Just now ex-Ald. John Jones of the Eighth 
ward.is the man most talked of. He wae 
largely. identified with building interests 
while in the council, was chairman of the 
committee that framed the present law, and 
is backed by the building trades of the city. 
It is understood, however, the mayor has 
other ideas in hie mind. Before Commis- 
sioner Downey wes appointed, when he 
headed a delegation asking the appointment 
of Mr. Jones, the mayor broke in with the 
remark: If Mr. Downey here will take the 
place, we can settle this matter in a minute.” 

Pressure was at once brought on Mr. Dow- 
ney to say yes, which finally he did. 


Ordinance Full of Fads. 


f In his contention that the building ordi- 
nance should e overhauled the commissioner 
ig emphatic. He thinks it both too elastic 
and not elastic enough. He regards it as 
too stringent in unimportant details and 
mot specific enough in the important mat- 


ters. 

The ordinance is undoubtedly the 
worst in country.“ he “It was 
framed in a time.of excitement, just after 
the Iroquois fire, end everybody who had 


a fad in building matters got it into it. The 
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would work all right in some instances and 
be ridiculoug in others. 

“Take that recent elevator accident at 206 
Jackson boulevard. Two persons were killed 
there and a number injured. If the condi- 
tions had been slightly different my depart- 
ment could have been held legally responsi- 
ble for that happening, although morally it 
would not have been responsible at all. The 
ordinance says the commissioner shall reg- 
‘ularly inepect all of the 14,750 and more ele- 
vators in Chicago. Now, what man with 
any desire to do the work he is appointed 
to do wants that job under such circum- 
stances? 

I have copies of the building ordinances 
of all the large cities in this country. There 
ig not one of them but has some features 
better than we have in Chicago. Ours is both 
too stringent and yet not stringent enough. 
It allows roller skating rinks, 5cent theaters, 
and aimilar places of amusement where 
crowds gather in buildings totally unsuited 

to them, and yet forbids the congregating of 
Ae in places where there is no danger. 

“The recommendations I will make to the 
committee, if one is named to revise the 
ordinance, I will not have ready until Tues- 
day. There will be plenty of them, however. 
I heve not counted them up, but there are 
from twenty-five to thirty features in the 
ordinance that should be changed. 

Downey’s Vacation in Winter. 

Commissioner Downey’s desire to get 
through with hie present duties ag soon 
after Jan. 1 as he can is partially due toa 
wish to take his annual vacation. He dif- 
fers from many persons in that he thinks 
Chicago is a good enough place to live and 
work in the summer time. It is in winter he 
wants to get away. He was at his desk 
during all the monthe when other depart- 
ment heads were off on their regular out- 
ings. Ever since he retired from active 
business, however, it has been his habit to 
go to Florida with his wife in January and 
stay there a month or so. 

„Ahe climate of Florida ts just as good 
in the winter time as Chicago's is in the 
summer,” was his explanation, and the 
fishing there is better than it is in Wiscon- 
gin. I would hate to lose my annual vaca- 


tion.“

John Hodge Says Trade Unionism Has 
Forged Ahead in Politics Despite At- 
titude of Former Allies. 


The rapid rise of trade unionism in Eng- 
land and its extraordinary success in the 
field of politics was set forth in an address 
bristling with) criticisms of English poli- 
tics made yesterday afternoon by John 
Hodge, member of parliament, and a well 
known English labor leader. He spoke be-

Mr. Hodge's visit to Chicago followed his 
attendance upon the American Federation of 
Labor convention at Norfolk, Va. He as- 
gerted the future of the labor movement lies 
in the political field, and that this should 
be the beacon of trades unionists. But Mr. 
Hodge loves neither socialism nor its doc- 
trines. 

“The first English trades unions 2 
formed because capital oppressed labor,” 
said. It was not until later that Bs 
realized how ridiculous it is to band into 
unions to force an employer to grant humane 


‘working conditions and then to elect him to 


parliament to make the laws to govern 
his workingmen. 

„In 18056 a new labor party was formed 
of socialists and trades unionists combined. 
But in the platform was the clause that no 
socialist should vote for any candidate for 
office except a socialist. Dissension natural- 
ly followed. That is the way with the social- 
ists; they want everything and will give 
nothing. 

“The independent labor party has secured 
much favorable legislation and the work- 
ingmen’s compensation act is one of the 
grandest and greatest acts in the wqrid's 
history. 

“We now have international Industrial 
agreements and treaties and it is unfortu- 
nate America is not a party in them. Mod- 
ern wars are not so much between peoples 
and nations as between politicians. The Boer 
war didn’t cause English labor leaders to lose 
their heads. After our workingmen sol- 
diers left the field, the British government 
rewarded them by bringing in Chinamen to 
replace them eid to lower the scale of 
wages. * 

At the close of ‘the address Miss Margaret 
‘Haley propounded a question as to whether 
the school teachers of England were organ- 
ized in a union, 

“The teashers are not organized as a 
union,”’ replied Mr. Hodge. “They hold 
themselves aloof and despite the fact that 
organized labor has secured a number of 
benefits for them, they never have showed 
any appreciation or gratitude.”

Would Greatly Benefit Farmers and 
Country Merchants. 


Ww D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.}-—In 


ashington, 
his annual report the fourth assistant post-

The 
present rate for carrying merchandise is pro- 
hibitive, and it is little help to the people on

be established with no particular expense to 
the government and without overtaxing the 
capacity of the rural carriers, their 
horses, or vehicles.

CHICAGO COMMUTER’S RECORD 
BEATEN BY NEW YORK MAN. 


Business Veteran of Metropolis Travels 
48 Miles Each Way Daily for 53 
Years, a Total of 1,536,400 Miles. 


New York, Dec. 8—[Special.]—As tne 
champion commuter Chicago has put forward 
John B. McNeil, a Wholesale grocer. Accord- 
ing to mathematicians of that city, Mr. Mo- 
Neil has traveled thirty-five years between 
Elgin and Chicago, covering a total distance 
of 756,000 miles and expending $4,200 in rail- 
road fares: He hes traveled seventy-two 
miles each Gay, occupying in the aggregate 
2,625 days on trains. 

But New York has Chicago beaten by many 
miles. J. H. Peffer of Green Farms, Conn.. 
has traveled between his home and New 
Tork, a distance of forty-eight miles each 
way, daily for fifty-three years. Mr. Peffer 
has traveled 1,526,400 miles, while he has 
been a commuter, and has paid the railroad 
$6,519. F 

The time Mr. Peffer has taken to get to 
business here totals 2,660 days. This means 
he beats the Chicago champion’s record in 
total mileage by more than 770,000 miles. 
His tickets also cost him $2,000 more than 
the Chicagoan’s. Mr. Peffer is known as 
Santa Claus by all the old employés of 
the New Haven road, on whose lines he has 
traveled all his life.

NEW GRAND STAND A MISFIT. 


Work of Alteration Much Delayed by 
Mismanagement. 


New Orleans, La., Dee, 8.—-[Special.}— 
When the horsemen change their base of ac- 
tion to the Fair Grounds tomorrow they will 
find a race course far from complete. The 
public that patronizes racing will be even 
less suitably accommodated than the racers. 
Tonight the plant was in a state of unreadi- 
ness which will make it absolutely impossi- 
ble for the superintendent in charge of the 
improvements to finish his work on time. 

The Crescent City Jockey club all along has 
promised a eomplete, modern race course 
when the opening day arrived. There will be 
nothing of the sort, and, judging from the 
progress of the work, to date, it will be sey- 
eral weeks before the place is in proper con- 
dition. The work of altering the plant began 
right after the close of racing last April, and 
under ordinary conditions easily could have 
been completed. Mismanagement on all sides, 
in addition to the penny wise policy of bring- 
ing here the useless grand stand from Union 
park, St. Louis, is responsible for present 
conditions. 


Trees Obscure Back Stretch. 

The magnificent grand stand is a misfit. 
It probably was all right at Union park, but 
at the Fair Grounds it will prove the poorest 
place from which to view the races to be 
found at any track in the country, The 
course Will be complete enough in ite appointments 
after all the work is done, but that will not offset 
the fact the fleids will be obscured from the vizion 
of fully one-half of the occupants of the stand dur- 
ing the run up half the backstretch 

The massive old oak trees which . the center 
field were the picturesque feature of the old track, 
when the grand stand was built low enough to suit 
the grounds. These trees would have been removed 
this year but for the state laws which bit the 
destruction of the oaks. As it is, they form an ob- 
etruction through which it will be almost itmposst- 
bie to see.

ABATING THE POOLROOM EVIL. 


Eastern Jockey Club Has Been Instru- 
mental in Closing These Resorts 
in Many Places. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.)—The crusade of 
the Jockey club against poolrooms and thetr bane- 
ful influence was the feature of the racing season 
of 1907 in the Emptre state and so well was the 
work done by the governing body of the turf, which 
fought side by side with the authorities, that the 
wisdom of the policy adopted in 1906 ts now ap- 
parent to all. Not only is New York City and the 
state reaping the rewarde of the campaign but in 
many cities of the United States where the pool- 
room was as common as the grog shop the keepers 
of those iniquitous resorts have been forced to turn 
their hands to other occupations. 

The handbook men, however, have kept on doing 
business, but only on a small scale, so that it 
safely can be said the Joc _club’s new policy 
actually has resulted in closing the New York 
City poolrooms, together with rooms in other 
parts of the country which wanted to do business 
on the eastern races. 

Thomas H. Willams, president of the Pacific 
Coast Jockey club, has put into operation at Oak- 
land this winter similar methods to kill off the, 
rooms, but both the New Orleans tracks are re- 
ceiving revenue from the company which was 
organized some time ago for the exclusive pur- 
pose of disseminating podlroom information. For 
that reason it is now comparatively easy to secure 
the desired information and it is said by local 
sporting men thet rooms will soon attempt to 
resume business in a quiet way. 

But if the New Orleans tracks should 
become possessed with the Jockey club’s ideas 
New York probably would see the last of the pool- 
room evil which, while still struggling for life dur- 
ing the winter months, is practically a dead issue 
when the New York tracks are operating between 
April and November. 

Jockey club hag been sincere and made 
good its promise of two years ago to the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas R. Seer, that the rooms would be 
made to close. And racing, too, hasreceived some 
benefita.
